The war against speakeasies con- 
tinued to hold the centre of atten- 
tion in police affairs yesterday, al- 
though the week-end round-up of 
criminal suspects provided another 
big line-up of 176 prisoners to parade 
before Commissioner Whalen and 
United States Attorney Charles H. 
Tuttle, who was his guest at head- 
quariers. 

While Mr. Tuttle was explaining 
to inspectors, captains and detec- 
tives just what the Federal law re- 
quires in the way of evidence against 
liquor-dispensing resorts, Mr. Whalen 
was threatening to ‘‘demolish effec- 
tively’’ as public nuisances those 
raided places that repeat their of- 
fenses after visits from his men. 
The commissioner's threat was car- 
ried out at several places last night 
when detectives armed with wreck- 
ing implements paid formal calls at 
several spenakeasies. When the raid- 
ers left, taking with them prisoners 
and liquor, the latter to be used in 
evidence against the prisoners, there

PARIS, Jan. 7.—The international

Ratification Is Now Expected 
Thursday—Borah and Bruce 
Clash in Debate.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Senators 
advocating unqualified ratification 
of the all-nations pact renouncing 
war and those who have sought to 
have ratification accompanied by an 
interpretative resolution were near- 
ing an agreement tonight which wil) 
clear away obstacles to the Senate’s 
approval of the pact. Unless un- 
foreseen difficulties arise, the treaty 
probably will be ratified on Thure- 
day, and in any event before the 
end of the week. 

The small group of Senators which 
stood behind Senator Moses’s resolu- 
tion expressing the Senate’s ‘‘under- 
standing” of the treaty have aban- 
doned their support of that proposal 
and are willing to accept almost any 
declaration which will save their 
faces. 

The negotiations now in progress 
contemplate an agreement by which 
the Committee on Foreign Relations 
will. adopt a report interpreting the 
treaty and will request the Secretary 
of State to forward it to all the 
signatory and adhering governments 
when he notifies them of the treaty’s 
ratification. 

Under the terms of the proposed 
compromise the report of the For- 
eign Relations Committee, as it was 
expressed today, would contain 
‘just what has been said 
Senate by Borah.”’ 


Scope of Compromise Plan.

ROGERS REPORT 


Declares Recommendations for 
Changes in Compensation Law 


Are Not Feasible. 


Special to The New York Times 

ALBANY, Jan. 7.—Senator Knight 
voiced resentment at the session this 
evening, when Governor Roosevelt 
sent to the Legislature the report of 
Professor Lindsay Rogers of Colum- 
bia who, as Moreland Act Commis- 
sioner, investigated the State Labor 
Department. Criticism of the Legis- 
lature was made in the document, 
which was made public some months 
ago 

The report was made by Professor 
Rogers to Governor Smith, who ap- 
pointed him. Governor Roosevelt, 
in transmitting it, expressed the 
hope that the Legislature would give 
‘“‘careful consideration to this able 
study.”’ 

“The report is a complete vindica- 
tion of the charges made by the In- 


| dustrial Survey Commission regard- 


ing the administration of the depart- 
ment of labor,’’ the Senate leader 
said. ‘‘Mr. Rogers specifically finds 
inefficiency and incompetency in the 
administration of the labor laws as it 
relates to the workmen's compensa- 
tion law. 

“The examiner goes out of his way 
to criticize the form of organization 
of the Industrial Survey Commission 
and he carries the imputation that 
the influence of certain of the mem- 
bers as now constituted is improper- 
ly exercised,’’ the Senate leader said 
‘How this commission was constitut- 
ed by the Legislature was none of 
the business of the examiner and 
what he says on this subject is and 
should be resented by the Legisla- 
ture.”’ 

Senator Knight declared that all 
administrative control of the work- 
men’s compensation law could not, 
as suggested by the examiner, be giv 
en to the industrial board under the 
reorganized form of government. He 
also deprecated the recommendation 
that an advisory committee, com- 
posed of insurance carriers, be added

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NICHOLAS AS A SOLDIER. 

As Commander-in-Chief of the 
Russian armies in the World War 
the Grand Duke NICHOLAS had large 
forces at his but their 
equipment was poor. He seldom suc- 
ceeded except when fighting the 
Austrians. He had an able 
cavalry officer before the war, had 
served as Inspector General, and in 
the conflict with Japan would have 
displaced KUROPATKIN when Russian 
fortunes were at their lowest if the 
Czar could have summoned up reso- 
lution to make the change. With the 
common soldiers the Grand Duke 
was a favorite. He looked every 
inch a leader. After the war with 
Japan, NICHOLAS reorganized the 
army. His choice as Commander-in- 
Chief was regarded as a reward of 
merit. 

It was correct for the 
Grand Duke to concentrate his ar- 
mies against Austria and continue 
to mobilize the Russian armies for 
the greater struggle with Germany; 
but the French Government per- 
suaded him to undertake offen- 
sive in East Prussia to relieve the 
enemy’s pressure on the French 
front. With the First Army RENNEN- 
KAMPF crossed the frontier and de- 
feated PRITTWITZ at Gumbinnen. 
With the Second Army SAMSONOV 
followed, but then PRITTWITZ gave 
way to General HINDENBURG. LU- 
DENDORFF was made his chief of 
staff. This combination was too 
much for the Russian commanders. 
At Tannenberg, a tactical master- 
piece, the Russians were driven back 
over the frontier. But in contact 
with the Austrians NICHOLAS was 
victorious at Lemberg and threw the 
whole Austrian line back on Cracow

Lawyer Says Private Plants Will 
Be Set Up if Sub Meters 
Are Abolished. 





An immediate reduction in electrie 
power rates throughout the city of 
from $5,000,000 to $13,000,000 a year 
was promised yesterday by Matthew 
S. Sloan, president of the New York 


| Edison and allied light and power 


companies, on the condition that the 


| electric sub-meter service be elimi- 


nated. On the contrary if the sub- 
meter system persists, Mr. Sloan de- 
clared, the electric companies will 
be forced to apply to the Public Ser- 
vice Commission for permission to 
increase rates. 

Mr. Sloan was the principal wit- 
ness at the inquiry before the Publie ° 
Service Commission into the electrie 
sub-meter service, heretofore active 
mainly in Manhattan, the extension 
of which in Brooklyn, Queens and 
the Bronx the power companies are 
seeking to prevent. The hearing was 
instituted on the complaint of build- 
ing and operating companies to the 
commission of the refusal of the elec- 
tric companies to supply them with 
current through master meters. 

“If and when the sub-metering con- 
cerns are eliminated from the elec 
tric business in New York City,’* Mr. 
Sloan testified, ‘we promise the 
users of our service the largest rate 
reduction ever made by a publie 


| utility company. We will start with 


at least $5,000,000 a year and it may 
exceed $13,000,000 a year. Whatever 
economies develop we will give im- 
mediately to our customers, not 
merely to our sub-metered custom- 
ers, We will immediately reduce 


our rates by whatever amount the 


commission finds to be realized from 
the change.”’ 


Sell to 10,154 Master Meters. 


The New York Edison, the United 
Electric Light and Power, the Brook- 
lyn. Edison and the New York and 
Queens companies, Mr. Sloan said, 
sell through 10,154 master meters 
approximately 566,000,000 kilowatt 
hours of current at an average rate 
of 3.6 cents a kilowatt hour. 

“If the sub-meter companies charge 
their customers, as has been indi- 
cated by testimony in this case,’’ he 
said, ‘‘approximately 2.6 cents a kilo- 
watt hour more than they pay ua. 
for thisenergy, thesub-meteringcom- / 
panies charge their customers for 
electricity supplied by us $14,060,000 
more than they pay us for this en- 
ergy. In other words, if there were 
no middlemen in the situation, the 
users of electricity would get better 
service for $14,000,000 a year less 
than they now pay. Our retail and 
wholesale rates to our other custom- 
ers are kept unduly high because 
these sub-metering concerns get this 
$14,000,000.’’ 

Mr. Sloan admitted that the sub 
meter system had been encouraged 
by officers of his companies before 
he became president but that now 
the companies realize that it is un- 
fair. 

“Sub-metering companies,’’ he said, 
“are unregulated middlemen pur- 
chasing an essential service, electric- 
ity, from State regulated electrical 


utilities and selling it to their cus- 
tomers at arbitrary prices and a sub 
stantial increase in price over what 
they pay our companies for the en- 
ergy resold. The principle is eco- 
nomically unsound and is unfair to 
our company, to our customers and 
to the customers of the sub-metering 
companies. No one can possibly re- 
ceive any benefit from this system 
except the sub-metering companies. 

“As we visualize the operations of 
the sub-metering companies, if the 
practice is permitted to extend and 
grow, our companies will find them- 
selves over a period of time exclu- 
sively in the wholesale business with 
the most profitable part of our re- 
tail business lost to the sub-meter- 
ing companies.’’ 


Sloan Is Cross-Examined. 


H. Stanwood Menken, counsel for 
the sub-meter group, in cross-exam- 
ining Mr. Sloan, asked if it were fair 
to the owner of a large building for 
the electric companies to take the 
profits he makes from the resale of 
current and distribute it among other 
Edison customers, especially in view 
of the fact that the Edison company 
had encouraged the sub-meter sys- 
tem at one time. Mr. Sloan said he 
did not think it entirely just. 

‘‘We will do whatever the commis- 
sion tells us to do,”’ he replied. ‘““We 
have no desire to confiscate any 
property. We will make restitution 
to the owners and will buy their 
equipment and will even make any 
other amends ordered by the com- 
mission.’’ 

Mr. Sloan admitted that he was @ 
director of the Bush Terminal Com- 
pany and that sub-meters were used 
on the premises at a profit to the 
Bush company of $150,000 a year. 
During the examination he also said 


that the capital and income of the 
Brooklyn Edison Company had 
doubled since 1920. 

Mr. Menken predicted that a cessa- 
tion of the sub-metering operations 
would result in an increase of pri- 
vate plants and that the coal haul- 
ing to the plants would increase traf- 
fic congestion, dirt and smoke. Mr. 
Sloan said he did not fee] that there 
would be ‘‘a tremendous onrush’’ of 
private plants.

Gross Revenues in 1928 Esti- 
mated at More Than $350,000,- 
000—Many New Records. 


Many new high records were 
established by New York Stato’s 
public utilities in 1928, according to 
Charles S. Ruffner, president of the 
State Gas and Electric 
Association.
